Madison, AA^is., Nov., 14.—In a de- 


cision of the A\'isconsin railroad comr 
mission today, the Duluth Street Rail- 
way company is ordered to establish 
a rate of six street car tickets for 25 
cents in addition to the regular five- 
cent fare on its Superior lines. 


No reductions were ordered in the 


water rates of the city of Superior, 
for the reason that the net earnings 
of the AVater, Light and Power com- 
pany do not warrant it. 


In gas rates no reductions were jus- 


tified below those in the rates -which 
were made to the consumers a short 
time ago.

' 


• In current or electric lighting, con- 
siderable reductions in the rates were 
made ..because such reductions were 
warranted by the net earnings', of the 
company and other local conditions. 


The above constitute the epitome' 


of a number of decisions rendered by 
the railroad .commission affecting the 
public utilities ot the city of Superior. 
Probably the most important was the 
complaint of the Superior Commercial 
club-against the Dulnlh Street. Rail- 
way company £or a lower fare. . The 
counsel for the company contended 
that a five-cent fare was the usual 
arid regular, rate on traction lines op- 
erating in cities of Superior's size. 
Investigations by the commission dis- 
closes that more than one-third of all 
the 
operating 
companies . in 
the 


United States offer fares of less than 
five cents to all patrons, and more 
than 200 companies, or 25 per cent, 
offer tickets at slightly' more. .than 
four cents. 
It was found that forty 


railways in Pennsylvania offer fares 
that do not ex'ceed. four-cent rates; 
.25 street railrays of: Ohio offer, six 
tickets for . 25 cents;1 aild about . a 
dozen cities 
in 'Iowa have approxi- 


mately a four-cent fare. In Connecti- 
cut, 
out of .27 companies operating in 


cities of from-C46.000 'to 130,000 peo- 
ple, 
38 per cent have a straight five- 


cent fare, while 62 per cent, have a 
rate below five cents in one form or 
another. 


• Six tickets for 25 cents was found 
to be common in Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. The rates 
filed with the commission by the ur- 
ban companies operating in AViscon- 
sin. show that out of eighteen com' 
paiiies operating in the large cities of 
this state, fifteen, or S3 per cent, have 
rates below five cents, while only 
three companies have a straight five- 
cent .fare.

United States Commerce Board Warns 


Railroads of Threatened Trans- 


portation Shortage. 


"Nothing less than, -theft" :is what 


the Interstate Commerce Commision 
in a warning to rail carriers and ship- 
pers, issued today -calls the practice 
some -railroads -have of tailing to re- 
turn promptly empty .cars they bor- 
row .from connecting lines. The com- 
mission believes "the existing car ! 
shortage is a menace to our commerce' 
and industry and dec'la /es that unless 
the situation 4s relieved without delay 
the country may experience a repeti- 
tion of the distress of •190G-'07, when 
inability to get coal, -forced many in- 
dustries to stop work.
